Management. — The working plans were put in force in 5 forests against 3 of 
ln‘t year, and for the remaining forest-- the usual plan of operations 
«'a- prepared and acted up to. Secondary roads to f.icilitite the col- 
lection of fuel from coupes were constructed in 5 forests. 

Protection’ or Forests — There was a satisfactory decrease in the Forest offences 
and a likewise marked diminution in the number of cattle impounded 
for illicit grazing due to abundnnt pasturage being available out-ide 
the forests. There were a few petty cases of incendiarism affecting 
290 acres. 

Sylviculture. — The year being one of copious rains the germination of various 
species was excellent. 

Exploitation —The favourable agricultural conditions stimulated the demnnd 
for timber, the output of which was accordingly in escess of the pre- 
vious year. The want of labour and cartage are mninly responsible 
for the supply of fuel having considerably fallen short of either the 
demand or die previous year’s outturn. 

The departmental agency brought in 73 '7 per cent of the total income. 

Financial Results.— Including the sale proceeds of Anw.il-bark the depart- 
ment worked nt a surplus of Ks. 13,085 against Ks. 12,973 the ave- 
rage oE last 5 years. The revenue from both the major and minor 
pro luce which represents 79 and 17' 5 per cent respectively of the 
total income shows a decrease of Rs. 17,070 as compared with that 
derived during the previous year. It is hoped that the financial 
position will improve next year. 

Of the expenditure 77 ’23 per cent was incurred on extension, constitution, 

„ improvement, protection and exploitation, while 22*77 per cent cons- 
titute establishment charges.

(b) Protection from lire. 

(11) The measures taken for protection from fire were satisfactory. 
There were 10 occnrnnces, 8 in Godhwnr, 1 in Sojnt and 1 in Siwana Range, 
burning 290 acres, out of 2,14,707 acres, over which protection was attempted. 
The cost of protection amounted to Its. 1-3-4 per square mile. 

(o) Protection from cattle. 

(12) The whole of the area remained closed to sheep and goats through- 
out the year and to the horned cuttle during the rains. 4,534 cattle were 
impounded for illicit grazing against 6,382 of the last year. There was a good 
crop of grass outside the forests, whicli accounts for the decrease.

{A). — System of Management. 

(a) Major Forest Produce. 

(15) The working Plans system was further extended to Sewari 
and Latara forests, leading necessarily to the modification of the Permit System, 
which is now limited to the removal of only dry fuel and grass by those who 
possess the right. The demand of these persons for timber is met by permitting 
them to take it from the coupe that is next to be felled Buch timber aB they 
require before coppicing operation is put into it. At present (December 1908) 
they are removing timber from the coupe that will be felled in 1909. 

lb) Minor Forest Produce. 

( 1 6> Such minor products as are collected only by way of experiment 
are gathered in departmentally, while others which find a ready market are 
leased out to contractors. Grazing was, as usual, allowed by permits. 

(J3).— Agency of Exploitation. 

(a) Departmental Agency. 

(17) Owing to a continued demand for fuel at Ahmedabad, Jodhpur 
and Ajmer, who’e-sile purchasers came, as in the last year, to buy it on the spot 
in Nana, Belira, Hijapur, Sewari, and Latara forests, although in other forests 
the departmental agency had to be employed. The total quantity of major 
produce extracted by the departmental agency from the State forests during the 
year came to 17,294 cubic feet of timber and 5,53,201 cubic feet of fuel as 
againat 14,671 cubic feet of timber and 6,35,127 cubic feet of fuel in the preced- 
ing 12 months. 

The sale of bamboos and other minor produce decreased as compaired 
with that in the last year. 

On the whole the departmental agency brought in a sum ofRe-53,397/9/9 
which represents 73 *7 per cent of the total income. 

(b) Purchasers. 

(18) The system under which the purchasers remove the forest 
produce was explained in the Report for 1905-06. The quantity of timber and 
fuel exploited by them from the State forests during the year is calculated to be 
21,976 cubic feet and 1,70,663 cubic feet respectively as against 2,919 cubic feet 
of timber and 2,09,552 cubic feet of fuel during the preceding 12 months. The 
revenue collected from the Bale of bamboos and other minor produce came to 
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B»- 122/13/0 and Ba-1,66 1/10/3 respectively aB against Ra-137/0/9 and 
Re- 1,953 realised daring the preceding year. 

<o) Rights and Privileges. 

t 

(19) The rights and privileges in the State forests take the shape 
mostly of a redaction in the forest fee. 8,840 cubic feet of timber and 1 ,44,507 
cubic feet of fuel as against 11,539 and 1,71,216 cubic feet respectively during 
the last year, were removed this year. The value of the minor produce removed 
at reduced rates or free is estimated atSe- 15 in the case of bamboos and Rs-4,268 
in that of other minor produce as against Be- 12 and Be 3,679 respectively during 
tbe preceding year (Form No, 58). 

(d) Free grants. 

(20) The free grants made to Rightholders have been Bhovrn in 
Form No. 58. 

(o) Outturn and aounoea of forest produce 

(21) The total outturn of major produce from State ForeetB is calcula- 
ted to he 48,110 cubic feet of timber and 8,68,371 cubic feet of fuel as against 
29,129 cubic feet and 10,15,895 respectively during the preceding year. The 
year was very favourable to agricultural operations and bo more timber was 
extracted; on the other hand, the scarcity of labour, especially of carts, did not 
allow the full quantity of fuel to be taken away; and hence the increase under 
“ Timber " and fall under u Fuel." Tbe outturn of the minor produce is valued 
at Rs. 8,555 as againBt Rs. 16,431 during the preceding 12 months. 

(22) The number of cattle admitted into the State Forests for grazing 
during the year was 12,774. 

(23) The total expenditure on the management of the State forests 
during the year came to Kb. 42,032/5/6.

(45) A small park, about 4 acres in extent, was newly laid out just 
below the Knilana tank, and 70S- trees were planted ia it, most o£ them being 
Bhade and fruit trees. 

(46) The planting up oE the valley, known as Kailana-ri-Gal, was 
Btarted and 300 plunts (Jaman and Mango) were planted. 0 wing to an excess 
of water, the plants, however, became waterlogged and more than half the 
number died away. This work will be renewed next year, 

(47) At Takhatsagar, the blanks caused by some trees dying away, 
were filled up, and 200 plants put out. 

(48) In Balsamand garden, over 400 plants, mangoes, jaman and 
other suitable species, were planted out. They were however washed away by 
the rains. 

(49) The Ratanada Palace garden was further extended. The work 
o£ laying out and planting the extended area was in progress as the year closed, 
and it will be noticeed in detail next year. 
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(50) la Sadri garden, 256 graft mtngoe plants were planted; of these 
200 were obtained from outside, the rest having been raised locally at 
Takhatsagar. 

(51) The nurseries both at Balaamand and Takhatsagar were much 
damaged by heavy rains. Arrangements are, however, in progress to bring 
them up to the original standard.
